Washngton, July 8.—An "army" of trade and 


business, experts, supported by a sizable police force 
of inter-Allied troops, will be sent to Russia to aid in 
establishing order. The United Press today seeking 
to clear up considerable confusion as to the Allied 
view toivard Russia is able to state that the above 
program has been definitely determined upon and 
will be put into the new plans. There will be no 
"military intervention" now. 


Negotiations are now under way between the 


allied powers to determine the best and quickest 
means of assembling the needed troops. 
It is not 


possible to use Czecho-Slav troops now in Vladivo- 
stok as the nucleus for the forces because in Siberia 
they have become "combative forces" in the eyes 
of some Russjan factions. The police force must be 
solely protective, it is stated. Mobilization of this 
force is the whole problem holding up the Russian 
plans. Since large appropriations will be necessary 
to finance the expedition, it is likely President Wil- 
son will appear before Congress to outline his project 
and his needs. 


The Russian plan is one of the most unique and 


comprehensive ever staged in the history of the 
world. 
Financial experts together with business, 


agricultural and trade authorities will go to Vladi- 
vostok and move slowly westward. 
They will aid 


in re-establishing credits, in moving the crops, seek- 
ing to encourage confidence among the Russian peo- 
ple for each other. They will build transportation 
faeilitiesr-^and in short do everything within their 
power to start things "moving" in Russia.

The boiled-down summary of the 


Bone Dry situation in Seattle is that 
the working men are 
more efficient, 


more contenteel, and poverty is prac- 
tically eliminated. People dress bet- 
ter, save more money and enjoy them- 
selves far more than under the old 
"wet" regime. In two days of cease- 
less interrogation I was unable to find 
but one man who would even tolerate 
a return to the old condition of affairs, 
and as before stated, this man was a i 
new arrival from 
Philadelphia.

Washngton, July 8.—An "army" of trade and 


business, experts, supported by a sizable police force 
of inter-Allied troops, will be sent to Russia to aid in 
establishing order. The United Press today seeking 
to clear up considerable confusion as to the Allied 
view toivard Russia is able to state that the above 
program has been definitely determined upon and 
will be put into the new plans. There will be no 
"military intervention" now. 


Negotiations are now under way between the 


allied powers to determine the best and quickest 
means of assembling the needed troops. 
It is not 


possible to use Czecho-Slav troops now in Vladivo- 
stok as the nucleus for the forces because in Siberia 
they have become "combative forces" in the eyes 
of some Russjan factions. The police force must be 
solely protective, it is stated. Mobilization of this 
force is the whole problem holding up the Russian 
plans. Since large appropriations will be necessary 
to finance the expedition, it is likely President Wil- 
son will appear before Congress to outline his project 
and his needs. 


The Russian plan is one of the most unique and 


comprehensive ever staged in the history of the 
world. 
Financial experts together with business, 


agricultural and trade authorities will go to Vladi- 
vostok and move slowly westward. 
They will aid 


in re-establishing credits, in moving the crops, seek- 
ing to encourage confidence among the Russian peo- 
ple for each other. They will build transportation 
faeilitiesr-^and in short do everything within their 
power to start things "moving" in Russia.
